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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign application: 
GERMANY 10314761 .6 with a filing date 03/31/2003. 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
December 24, 2008 has been entered. 

3. Applicant's remarks and terminal disclaimers filed on December 24, 2008 is 
acknowledged. Claims 1-20 are pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 

changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an 
amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 
Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Bryant Young on March 09, 2009. The application has been amended 
as follows: 

Delete claims 13-18. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

5. Applicant's arguments regarding the rejection of claims 1-7 and 19-20 under 35 

U.S.C. 103(a) over Rosier et al. '293 filed on December 24, 2008 have been fully 
considered and they are persuasive. The instant catalyst comprises (a) Ni(0), (b) a 
compound which complexes Ni(0) as a ligand or mixture thereof, (c) Lewis acid and (d) 
compounds of formula MRn, and c) and d) are different , which is distinct from Rosier et 
al. '293. Therefore the rejection of claim 1-7 and 19-20 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over 
Rosier et al. '293 has been withdrawn herein. 

6. Since terminal disclaimers against co-pending application No. 10/577,681 and 
10/576,679 have been filed and approved in the Office, the rejection of claims 1-7 and 
19-20 under the obviousness-type double patenting has been overcome in the 
amendment filed on December 24, 2008. 

7. Claims 1-7 and 19-20 are allowable. Claims 8-12 are previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, require all the limitations of an 
allowable claim. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(a), the 
restriction requirement among inventions groups, as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on November 07, 2007, is hereby withdrawn and claims 8-12 are hereby 
rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .1 04. In view of the 
withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim 
presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the 
limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be 
subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
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provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1 , 
1 21 5, 1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

Claims 1-12 and 19-20 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art 
of record, and therefore are allowable. A suggestion for modification of a reference to 
obtain the instant compounds/compositions has not been found. Claims 1-12 and 19-20 
are allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
